Dr. Alexander Stacey 

Ministers in attendance last summer who 
requested his return will be glad to know 
that Russian born, Dr. Alexander Stacey will 
teach a course on Russia in the Pastors' 
School. 

Dr. Stacey studied at the Institute of 
Archeology and in the Law School of the 
Imperial University of Moscow. He also 
attended summer courses at Heidelberg 
University, Germany. Since coming to Amer¬ 
ica, where he has been in the ministry of 
the Methodist Church since 1930, he con¬ 
tinued his studies in Massachusetts. He 
holds five degrees, including the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from the Hartford 
Theological Seminary. While a student in 
the seminary, he served as an instructor in 
courses on Russia and the Far East. 

Dr. Stacey has lectured widely before 
church and educational institutions, and is 
the author of numerous articles on Russia 
published in this country. 

PREPARING AND PREACHING SERMONS 

What to preach, how to prepare for 
preaching, effective types of preaching; 
the art of attracting, convincing, and in¬ 
spiring people for right living will be 
stressed by Dr. Neal D. Cannon, pastor of 
Polk Street Methodist Church, Amarillo. 
Dr. Cannon has served as pastor, district 
superintendent, and has wide experience 
as a teacher in religious assemblies. 


The place of architecture in the training 
of a minister will be emphasized in the 
course taught by Dr. Elbert M. Conover, 
Director of The Interdenominational Bureau 
of Church Architecture, which is main¬ 
tained by the Church Extension and Reli¬ 
gious Education Boards of several Protestant 
denominations. 

The course will include: the pastor's 
leadership of a church building or improve¬ 
ment program; how to select the architect 
and to instruct him; the history of our 
Christian faith as expressed in the buildings 
that have been erected for worship and 
service; remodeling existing church build¬ 
ings for the ministries of worship, Christian 
education, fellowship and recreation; how 
to judge tlie architect's design and plan*; 
hints on financing church building programs; 
making the Church building program a 
means of evangelism and spiritual growth; 
the use of religious arts. 

A collection of plans, literature and pho¬ 
tographs will be on display and Dr. Conover 
will be available for consultation, reviewing 
of plans, etc., during his stay on the cam¬ 
pus. The lectures and discussions will be 
illustrated with colored stereopticon slides. 

EVANGELISM 

The General Board of Evangelism is 
again sponsoring a course in Present-Day 
Evangelism, with Dr. Dawson C. Bryan, Pas¬ 
tor of St. Paul's Methodist Church, Hous¬ 
ton, as the instructor. Doctor Bryan has 
rendered notable service to the Church in 
the field of Evangelism, as a minister, au¬ 
thor and contributor to religious journals. 

MISSION STUDY COURSE 

"India", next year's course of study for 
the Woman's Society of Christian Service, 
will be taught by Mrs, T. Herbert Minga, 
of Burkburnett, Texas. 

This timely theme faces American Chris¬ 
tians with a spiritual and social challenge 
of the utmost importance, and will be of 
interest to those who are leaders in their 
local churches.

CHRISTIAN HYMNODY 


"Hymns have been and continue to be a 
tremendous force for good in the lives of 
men," says Dr. Robert Guy McCutchan, 
author of "Hymns in the Lives of Men", 
the first volume containing the Southwest¬ 
ern Lectures, which will be used as the text 
for his graduate courses.

Doctor McCutchan, dean emeritus of 
DePauw University, has spent many years 
in the study of hymns and other types of 
sacred music. Educated in this country, 
France, and Germany, he holds bachelor's 
and doctor's degrees in music. Southwest¬ 
ern conferred the degree of doctor of 
literature upon him in 1943. 

THE ART OF PUBLIC SPEAKING 

This course is designed to develop still 
further the pastor's skill in the use of body 
and voice as tools in persuasive speaking. 
It will include drills in development of 
voice quality, enunciation and articulation; 
bodily action, posture, and gesture. De¬ 
vices for recording of voices will be used. 
In addition to the graduate course which 
Professor Springer of the Southwestern fac¬ 
ulty will teach, he will be available at all 
times for private conference and aid. 

THE USE OF VISUAL AND AUDITORY 
AIDS IN CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

This course is designed to help leaders 
understand and appreciate more fully the 
value of the visual method as an aid in 
guiding the religious education of children, 
young people and adults, and to help them 
achieve the skill required to use such aids. 



"The Structural Organization of the Methodist Church" 
will be the general theme of the Southwestern University 
Lectures delivered by Dr. Nolan B. Harmon, eminent 
author and minister, at the Pastors' School. Doctor Har¬ 
mon, Book Editor of The Methodist Church, received the 
A. B. and D. D. degrees from Millsaps College, the A. M. 
degree from Princeton University, and is a former stu¬ 
dent of the Emory University School of Theology. He 
served as a Chaplain in World War I. Doctor Harmon 
has rendered conspicuous service to the Church as editor 
of ifs publications, and as a member of numerous boards 
and commissions. His books and contributions to Church 
publications are widely read. 

Dr. Kirby Pago, world traveler, author, and social 
evangelist, wifi deliver the evening lectures at the Pas¬ 
tors' School, and conduct an open forum discussio fol¬ 
lowing the lectures. Dr. Page is a graduate of Drake 
University, which institution also conferred tho honorary 
degree of Doctor of Divinity upon him. Ho has com¬ 
pleted graduate work at the University of Chicago, 
Columbia University, and Union Theological Seminary, 
He has hold pastorates in Iowa, Chicago, and New 
York City, being an ordained minister of tho Disciples 
of Christ. 

Doctor Pago is author of numerous volumes and pam¬ 
phlets on international, economic, social and religious 
questions. His works have boon translated into ten lan¬ 
guages. For eight years he was the Editor of Tho World 
Tomorrow.

TOWELS AND BED LINEN 

Because it has not been possible to procure replacements of 
linen formerly made available for the ministers, it necessary for 
all persons (except out-of-state speakers and teachers) to bring 
towels, bed linen for single beds, and cover.

The officers of the Board of Managers are Dr. J. N. R. Score, 
Dean; and Miss Pearl A. Neas, Secretary of the Board. 
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In a study of Indiana rural churches in 1940, Robert 
E. Hanson found that although 85 per cent of the 
churches had members who were also members of the 
Farm Bureau and 82 per cent of the churches had 
young people belonging to 4-H Clubs, over two-thirds 
of the churches reported no relationship whatsoever to 
any farm organization. Furthermore, 85 per cent of 
the ministers had no connection with any farm organ¬ 
ization. 

If the Kingdom of God is ever to come to America’s 
countryside, and rural people are to be reached by the 
gospel of Christ, it will be done only through the co¬ 
operation of the churches with one another and with 
those agencies which, today are carrying on a ministry 
in rural areas. It is time that conferences between 
church leaders, government leaders and leaders of 
farm organizations be held in counties and in local 
communities as well as in Washington. 

The aims of government agencies in agriculture and 
the farm organizations may be stated in tertns of better 
farming, better health, more adequate income, soil 
conservation, modern conveniences in the rural home, 
but their leaders are recognizing that “things” alone 
will not insure a more abundant life to rural people. 
Many of their leaders are expressing their concern that 
the church be strengthened to do a more adequate work. 
They feel they need vital churches to help hold them 
to their own ideals, so that programs for better crops, 
higher income, better health and housing become not 
ends in themselves. Standards of life as well as stand¬ 
ards of living must be raised. 

A better life cannot finally come to rural people 
without a strong church. Rural churches are finding 
that only through cooperation with one another and 
with these organizations serving rural America can 
the good life come to the people of the countryside.

W HEN BURTON ROSCOE said that reading is 

“life’s greatest pleasure” he must have had in C 
mind a book like the Autobiography of William Allen A 
White . From beginning to end it is a delight. The L 
man himself had charm, wit, and ardor. He succeeds L 
in imparting his spirit into the Autobiography and we 
have read nothing quite like it. William Allen White’s career 
was a midwest saga. His boyhood was spent in Kansas where 
he was educated in the College of Emporia and the University 
of Kansas. In his early manhood he was a reporter for Kansas 
City dailies, principally the Star . In his late twenties he bought 
the Emporia Gasette , a run-down county daily in a town of 
about 4,000 people. He became famous because of a political 
editorial written during the populist uprising. He was always 
head over heels in Kansas politics, first as a conservative Re¬ 
publican, then as a Progressive or “Bull Moose” leader. His 
editorials from the Gasette were widely copied; he wrote for 
magazines; he was an enthusiastic collector of friendships, and 
was intimately acquainted with the leaders of his time. The 
character sketches of the presidents from Cleveland to Frank¬ 
lin D. Roosevelt are genuine works of art. Incidentally, he 
was the author of two novels, several books of short stories, 
and volumes of political essays. It would be difficult to get a 
better portrayal of the last fifty years *f American society and 
politics than in this Autobiography of William Allen White. 

D EVOTEES of Americana will appreciate Carl Van Horen's 
Benjamin Franklin’s Autobiographical Writings . Every 
schoolboy is familiar with the classic Autobiography of Benja¬ 
min Franklm and feels a sense of frustration because it cov¬ 
ers such a short period of the Franklin career. Van Doren 
has gathered from the huge volume of Franklin letters and 
writings sufficient material to fill out the Autobiography and 
complete the picture. It is an excellent work conveying the 
true richness of the personality of this many sided giant of 
our American Republic. Franklin in any one of the facets of 
his personality was a great man, but Ms interests were so wide 
and Ma mind so energetic and active that he might well be 
called, our American Leonardo, 

I T IS good to be able to combine serenity and passion, per- 
I speetLve and immediacy, the timely and the timeless. Into 
such combinations of qualities one can place l£irby Page, both 
as to his person and Ms writings. A good example of tMs is 
his distinguished current volume on the most immediate topic 
imaginable, Now Is the Time to Prevent a Third World War . 

The topic and the format of the book would indicate that it is 
pure “journalese,” written in haste for an immediate market 
and as a pampMet to be read currently. This is true in part 
for the author does have an immediate burden on Ms heart and 
a present cause to advocate. But it is not the whole truth. 

When one reads the text there is such a comprehensiveness of 
treatment, such a wealth of reference, such a maturity of judg¬ 
ment, and so rich a background of research, as to make one feel 
that the author had spent many years in preparation of the 
book. No journalist in America has thought more compre¬ 
hensively on these problems of world peace and the Christian 
faith than Kirby Page, nor has brought to it a finer attitude 
of poised judgment coupled with hot passion. If the catas¬ 
trophe of an apocalyptic end to our civilization comes in the 
fire and ruin of an atomic bomb, it will be because there are 
not enough prophets like Kirby Page abroad with sufficient 
followers to stop the evil nonsense of atomic energy pointed 
to destructive ends. 

EORGE A. BUT TRICK has distilled several series of lec¬ 
tures into an important and well-written volume called 
Christ and Man’s Dilemma. The dilemma is that our modern 
man has so much science, so much knowledge, such vast oppor-

not only as indicated above, but also 
in summer conferences and other 
special training groups.

On May the 1st forty men initiated a complete work strike here 
at the Big Flats, N.Y. CPS camp. The strike began on Wednesday 
morning, and will continue through Monday, May the 6th. It was 
emphasised, as undertaken by the group involved, that the strike is 
for a limited period of time, but if, at the end of this period, the 
men feel it necessary to continue the form of their protest, the 
strike will be extended. 

The immediate precipitation of this strike was caused by the similar 
action, during the preceeding week, of over sixty CPS men at Glendora, 
California, who embarked uoon an indefinite work strike in protest 
against the discriminatory injustices of the CPS system, exemplified 
at that moment by an attempted force-transfer of two of the men. 

It was felt here at Big Flats that we were involved not ohly through 
sympathy, but also in the general implication of our mutual' incar¬ 
ceration. We felt that basic to the issue were those conditions in 
the system which allowed such frequent injustices to be perpetrated, 
and that our only opportunity to register an effective protest lay in 
an immediate action similar to, and in support of, the strike being 
carried out at Blendora. We believe such action necessary to direct 
pacifist efforts against the whole principle of conscription, and the 
repudiation of CPS as a dangerous precedent. It is possible that 
the continuance of these camps under official sanction of the government 
may be an indication of future attempts to use this system and these 
camps for the suppression of political minorities. Hence, we welcome 
the action at Glendora, and feel strongly that the momentum gained 
by the strikers there should be supported by this group, and even 
extended further. At a time when the issue of conscription is about 
to be decided, we hope that our action is pertinent in encouraging 
pacifist groups, individuals, and other organizations in their 
struggle against the extention of the draft. 

By carrying out this work strike we are aware of the implicatons 
involved. As a uossible consequence, Selective Service may retaliate 
with intimidations, arrests and prosecutions. More generally, it 
may mean adverse publicity, and probably a deal of misunderstanding. 

We would appreciate any help you could offer, either directly or 
indirectly. Your cooperation can be useful through effective pub¬ 
licity, any suggestions as to proceedure and techniques, and any 
legal advice or aid. As it will be necessary for us to secure funds 
in event of prosecution in federal courts, and also for continued 
operation, we would appreciate any financial contributions. 

We shall, keep you informed as to the progress of the strike.

Dear Mr. Page: 

Your book, "Now is the time -to prevent a Third 
World War" was received and has been read by me. 

I want to congratulate you for fathering such a 
book, based on such incontrovertable statistics, marshalled 
with such painstaking care and presented with often such mor¬ 
dant criticisms. The book is a monument to your well known 
stand for truth as you see it and your Christian beliefs. 

Having said this for your work, I shall turn to 
the closing and think back to the beginning. You say, "Now is 
the time to prevent a third world war". Every thoughtful per¬ 
son will agree Immediately. Above that last sentence is the 
statement,-- "We must live as good members of our Father's home, 
run the risks, take the consequences, and leave the outcome in 
the hands of God", That sentence recalls Wellington's famous 
dictum: "Trust in God, but keep your powder dry". If you mean 

that, I heartily agree. But if you mean to shift all the re¬ 
sponsibility to God, then I turn the opposite corner. 

Daniel Webster once said, "The right of the state 
to punish crime involves the state's duty to teach morals". 

Any positive duty, has it's negative obligation. If we are to 
be real citizens of a free state, we must accept the obligation 
of defending that freedom. That is the very heart of the gospel. 

I hate war'. Several years ago I published a book 
of poems; one of those poems express that hatred in no uncertain 
language. The Christ way of peace is the only way. Eventually 
that will prevail. But in this imperfect age we all must share 
In the battles for the perfect, until that goal is reached. And 
too, you are right In demanding that the Church leads. She must 
state her position clearly and guide forward, not hide. 

The great Goethe once said, "Soon or late the world 
will learn that we are Huns". He knew the fundamental character- 
1 sties of his people. In discussing the two world wars you over- 

look that characteristic and seem to lay the blame on the French 

and English. I searched in vain for your discussion of the way 
Britain, through Chamberlain, tried to appease Hitler and stop 
a world shaking war. Apropo to that I want to quote and comment 
on your statement on page 28, that, "The struggle to acquire 
empire - has long been a primary cause of war". In past cent¬ 
uries that may have been partially true, but in this century is 

not true. Let me tell you a story. I was President of Howard 
University, 1918 to 1926. During those years, delegations from 
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several nations visited the university to learn how the United 
States was dealing with the education of colored people. Among 
such delegations, Japan sent to me the Governor General of 
Chosen and the chief interpreter of their Washington Embassy. 

As the first world war was closing, there came to me 
a gentleman from Downing Street, London. He came under beauti¬ 
ful camouflage for said he, "Britain does not wish to appear as 
a meddler in American affairs". He said, "When the question of 
African Colonies comes before the peqce -conference we desire a 
colored man, peer of any delegate present, to arise and say, 

Not you Britain; not you France; never again you Germany; but 
let the colonies be given to the Africans for their control." 

A long discussion followed. The man said, "Britain does not 
want the German Colonies. She now has more than she wants or 
can attend to. Do you know such a colored man"? I replied, 
"Yes". I need not tell the failure of the conference. 

This story is a slight hint that your book needs some 

correction. 


But I still turn to that closing paragraph, page 117. 
What if no American or British had met the challenge of Hitler? 
Under his Godless rule we could not have been free to be Christ 
followers. There could have been no churches, no freedom of 
any sort. Christians had to fight for the freedom of being 
Christians. 


By this time I have reached the front of the book 
and your discussion of the atom bomb, and your fear. Had it 
not been for those two bombs dropped on Japan, hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers, both Japanese and Allies would have been 
killed} perhaps millions, and the war not ended. Thank God it 
came in time. I cannot understand the fear. All new discover¬ 
ies have prophesied the end of civilization -- the crossbow, gun¬ 
powder, dynamite, T. N. T., etc. But their benefits have far 
outweighed their destructive powers'. So will it be with atomic 
energy. The benefits in heat, light, and all that transportation 
means, together with benefits yet undreamed, will far outweigh 
it's destructive powers. Also remember that it will force the 
world to some kind of universal government, and thus destroy war 
itself. 


Then too it is here! The secret has been disclosed 
and never more can be a secret. When has humanity ever refused 
knowledge? Individuals have and great masses of people, but 
humanity , never. 

Three years ago a stroke put me out of service. 

Since then I have been on the side lines watching the game. Am 
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hoping that one year more will liberate me. But my fifteen 
years at old Plymouth Ohurch, Brooklyn, are yet my inspiration.

I agree with your friends whom you mention at the bottom of the second column on 
page 13, and disagree wholeheartedly with your reasons for not heedtag the Advice 
of your friends at this polnt« And to my mind, muoh of your boolc deserves this 

oritioisn. 

To condense ny opinion of your book into a few words; it is too large and too 
teohnloM for the average person to grasp and properly to digest in his mind. 

To elaborate: you furnish the reasons for ny opinion on pages 1 to 4 0 Tou 
express it suoointly in this paragraph, "So thoroughly had the Amerioan mind 
been indoctrinated with the idea of military necessity that for most of them the 
statement that the atomio bomb brought the war to an and more quiokly and saved 
American lives was all the Justification needed for its use. Atrocity had 
ceased to be atroolty when it saved Amerioan lives. MORAL SMSITIVITT HAD BECOME 
30 SEARED AM) DEADENED that the atrocity of massacring 50,006 human beings created 
in the image of God was hailed as a supreme blessing to mankind." 

Please stop here and reread your above statement. It is a tragic FACT6£ 

It seems to me that, you can readily see that auoh a mass mind can not be revived 
and sobered by muoh of what you say in your book. BECAUSE** the worst of it is , 
the mass mind has NEVER BEEN ACTUALLY SENSITIZED AGAINST WAR, and that is the 
reason that Christians are so stunned and deadened by mass war at this period; 
mass war has caught up with and strengthened tha indifference of the people ; 
this indifferenoe has characterized the bulk of the thinking of Christians, both 
Roman Cathollo and Protestant sinoe the time that Jeaus lived. To my mind^

can only be waged when their government assumes sovrelgnty over their OWN 
FKHDOH* 

Of you# book* it would be difficult for me to make a selection of idiat to leave 
out and what to include; in "friendship for Bussla", I personally would exclude 
everything that you say about Lenin and Trotsky and Stalin* except that their 
revolution was so surprisingly easy* If it had not been attacked its accomplish¬ 
ment would have been much richer in results. The reason the revolution was easy

is because of the hunger within every human hearty matches the hunger within the 
Father"s heart for that "Peace on earth among men of goodwill" that the Son of 
God and son of man preachedo 

To dljgress a little* 1 wish to mention that 1 regard Dr 0 C. C* Uorrisonla artic¬ 
le® j”3an Protestantism Win America" as being vague and clumsy because he does not 
seem to see clearly that Homan GathdBLioism is a warlike misguided philosophy 
ABOUT Christianity* productive of Protest against the inevitable oonsequenoes 
that follow in the wake of such a concept of Christianity* But to protest 
without repudiating brings the confusion that exists* 

1 believe that you could omit* with profit, nearly all that you say about the causes 
of wars* People are more interested in remedies than in oauses. To sy mind the 
best thing you say on international government is this:” Law never provides absolute 
justice", on page 19* a little above the middle of colo lo The reason that law v 
never provides absolute Justice is because law must of necessity operate on the 
side of repression* and places men in a position of judge over other men. Jesus* 
with his perfect receptivity between himself and the Father, saw this clearly and 
said* "Judge not that ye be not judged". In other words* the perfect equality 
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between brother and brother, that Jesus oamo to establish, will, in time, 
eliminate law sad release perfect Justioe between wan and w«m who live under 
the HEY COMMMTOMMT^ "That ye love on^another". 

On page ll^ou state, "For twenty years Joseph Stalin has ezeroised absolute 
control of party machinery and therefore of the Soviet Government, Oppositi¬ 
on to his leadership has been answered with liquidation,***** Later Trotsky was 
murdered in Mexioo, following his banishment. Thus Stalin was left with abso¬ 
lute and undisputed power." 

As stated earlier, I would omit .such statements, Tou say nothing to prevent 
the acceptance of the thesis that Stalin's was the directing hand back of the 
murder of Trotsky* 1 have the booklet entitled, "Ifte Asslnatlon of Xeon Trot¬ 
sky—the Proof of Stalin's Guilt", by Albert Goldman*, 

In the note about the author, Albert Goldman, it says that he has an"illustrous 
reputation for his MILITANT handling of numerous labor oases", Mr, Goldman is 
a lawyer. This note is unsigned. 

After a careful) reading of Mr* Goldman's booklet I am convinced that he is satu¬ 
rated with capitalists and pagan imperialistic ideas. His own arguments do 
not hold together any better than his alleged arguments that .he puts into the 
"oonfesaion" and ^jfr e "arose examination" of Mr, Trotsky's murderer, Vy de¬ 
ductions are that ^murderer was a Roman Catholic who was equally anxious to dis¬ 
credit the growth among the people outside the "Churoh", of having "all things 
oomnon" whether advocated by Stalin or Trotsky, 

I do not hate Roman Catholicism nor Protestantism, but I see in them both the 
upgrowth and the outgrowth of superstition, imperialistic tendenoies, ignorance 
and the slavery^of those traglo days when Jesus, our Christ, the Jew who was the 
long promised Messiah, CAME to plant the "grain of mustard seed" and the "leaven 
in the measure of meal"; He emphasised the Truth that will make men free< indeed;

intuition and Instinct,***"* |jban easily believe that the Cripps mind laoks all these 
things beoause that is a characteristic of the British mind* Butj Ghandl’s mind is so 
primarily peraeptive and has such great gifts of intuition and instinct that Ghandi says 
"I like your Christ, but not your Christianity"; and that is the reason that he stands 
so firm against the industriallaartion of India* Ghandi understands Christ as few 
men of our day understand him, and if industry is put on the basis of the GOOD KEYS 
of Christ, giving^for the sake of peace and brotherhood, each for all and all for eatti, 
he will want it for his people* But Ghandi sees the "dog eat dog” phases of the preaa- 
ent Industrial processes, and he should receive credit for his insight* Ghandi*a 

non-violence principles are the basis of Christ’s teaching and I am glad Ghandi has 
such perception and intuition and instinct. I can see Ghandi comparing\rJuna^with 
Christ and finding the comparison good; but, alack and alas, I can see Ghandi accepting 
the dogmatic doctrines of "the trinity", that blunts and obstructs the minds of Cathollo 
and protestant "clergy" alike, along with the doctrines of sacrifice and appeasement 
of God, thus putting God beyond the comprehension of man* But how can we blame Ghandi f 
for this$ Is he not the brother to our own misguided ones?

Dear Kirby, 

It has been rather difficult to keep up with your changing addresses 
so I have decided to send all material on the Glendora strike to 
La Habra and let it be forewarded from there. 

This is the beginning of the fifth week of the strike. So far 
Selective Service has made no statement of any kind to the men 
except to have six men arrested, Walter Van Kirk and Grover 
Hartmann of the Federal Council of Churches contacted Colonel 
Kosch in an attempt to find a basis for negotiations. They were 
told that there was none—either the men returned to work or they 
would be prosecuted. Charles Boss also received a similar rebuff. 
Boss has taken a very strong stand on the situation and is asking 
the Methodists to call for the complete abolition of CPS camps. 

The Workerr Defense League has asked the Department of Justice to 
investigate Selective Service on a charge of peonage. 

Locally the ACLU has voted unanimously to undertake the defense 
of the men and All Wirin has already begun work on the case. Dr. 
Rylend and Allan Hunter, who have been quite active on our behalf, 
feel that the basic issue involved is one of whether the country 
shall be run by the military or by oivil procedure. We have no 
idea of whether more arrests can be expected or whether the presently 
arrested men will be prosecuted. Two of the men arrested had 
refused transfer to Minersville, the other four seem to have been 
chosen at random which leads us to believe that the arrests were 
an attempt to frighten us into returning to work. The strikers 
themselves feel that this is a matter of pr&nciple and they will 
face prosecution xx±xxxx£jc rather than return to work if SS does 
not accede to their demands. This was a hard decision to make far 
about ffllfty of the men have been in CPS over three years and were 
scheduled for release during May and June 9 and strikers releases 
have been stopped. 

We are ggain in the position of waiting to see whatwill happen, 
not as yet even knowing whether the six men will be indicted or not. 

I shall try to keep you informed as things occur.

Positively the au¬ 
thor states that (if we are to avert hell 
on earth) “we will no longer seek se¬ 
curity and justice by maintaining pre¬ 
ponderance of armed might and super¬ 
ior ability to wage atomic warfare, but 
will place our trust in mutual aid in 
the solution of common problems un¬ 
der the reign of international law func¬ 
tioning through appropriate agencies 
of world government undergirded by 
mutual understanding and mutual con¬ 
fidence.’' ^ 

(Not incidentally this book is ^he kind 
of authentic storehouse of facts, 
figures, official utterances, step-by-step 
account of the deterioration of peace 
across the 20’s and 30’s and of our 
entry into commercial then shooting 
and finally declared war that every 
minister and lay leader will want at his 
finger tips. The strengths and weak¬ 
nesses of the UNO are also given 
critical analysis,—what it can and can’t 
do unfolded. But above all, it brings 
the secular order of men and nations 
into the searohiiig light of Christ, by 
whose Name and Power only obsolete

Wanted: A West Point for Peace Leadership 

SYLVANUS M. DUVALL 


Our peace movements have so far failed to eliminate 
war, largely because they have been led by amateurs, 
most of whom were decidedly part time. This fact 
should cast no aspersions upon the efforts of earnest, 
sincere men and women who devote themselves to the 
great cause of peace in the midst of lives unavoidably 
busy with other concerns. But at the same time, we 
must recognize as quickly as possible that the problems 
of this war and of the coming peace are highly technical, 
and that no peace movement which is merely a side line 
of busy ministers, educators, and social workers whose 
training and interests lie primarily in other fields can 
possibly succeed. As the time came when it was neces¬ 
sary to replace the blacksmith who pulled teeth by the 
specially trained dentist, and the barber who let blood 
by the trained surgeon, so the time has come when 
those who would lead the peace movement must be 
specially trained for their jobs. 

The first essential is obviously the establishment of 
adequate opportunities for such training. At present 
these do not exist. Those who wish to become physi¬ 
cians can readily secure a thoroughly scientific and well- 
rounded training in both basic knowledges and effective 
techniques and skills. For those who would become 
engineers there are many schools which focus the best 
results of scientific knowledge and tested techniques 
upon their problems. Military leaders are given the 
very best of training. Hitler knows better than to 
depend upon week-end conferences and inspirational 
addresses for the training of his officers. There is in 
the world today no institution in which'those who would 
become leaders for peace can secure an education 
comparable in either thoroughness or extent. Obviously 
no such program of training could be established over¬ 
night. But it is high time that some institution or 
group made a really serious attempt to provide such 
opportunities for training. 

Without attempting to outline either the details or 
the order of such a curriculum, it may be well to suggest 
something of the content and scope of a training for 
peace leadership which would prove really adequate. 

1. The Etiology of War and Peace . Certainly peace 
leadership must be taught to distinguish between the 
occasions for war, and the causes for war. In private 
life we often say that one man killed another because of 
a quarrel. Most people who quarrel, however, do not 
kill. Obviously, the quarrel was not the cause, but the 
occasion for the murder. The real causes lay in the atti¬ 
tudes of the killer, and the social influences which in part 
produced them. So it is with international conflict. 
Most of the explanations offered as the causes for war 
(or Hitler) are the occasions . Careful investigation 
has clearly revealed that any social condition can occa¬ 
sion war, and no social situation needs to. It is simple 
and easy to say that any given condition, such as eco¬ 
nomic difficulties, social injustice and oppression, or the 
usual ‘‘historical background” explanations of historians 
“caused” a given war, and to find plenty of instances in 
which they seem to have occasioned it. But there are 
many other instances in which far worse conditions did 
not cause war, but actually made for peace. Why? 
Why did the “injustices of Versailles” cause war, while 
the far greater injustices which the United States im¬ 
posed upon Mexico in 1848 did not? Why do the Ger¬ 


mans fight for lebensraum while the Swiss and the 
Uruguayans do not? If poverty impelled the Italians 
and Japanese into aggression, why did it not more so 
impel the peoples of China and India? If the Allies 
caused Hitler, why were the similar policies of Bismarck 
followed by folk schools and cooperatives in Denmark 
and by democracy in France? The real questions which 
peace leaders have as yet not carefully studied are: (1) 
Under what conditions do poverty, prosperity, capital¬ 
ism, democracy, oppression, or any other situation make 
either for peace or for war? (2) Conversely, in what 
ways, and under what conditions does the resort to 
violence make for the loss of culture, basic human free¬ 
doms, and similar values, and under what conditions 
is fighting essential for their preservation? 

2. The Psychology of War and Peace, Obviously 
the incidents and social conditions usually given as 
causes for war are really only its occasions. The real 
causes for either war or peace lie in the attitudes of 
those who can make the decisions. (Social and eco¬ 
nomic conditions are important primarily because they 
may, under some conditions, create attitudes in people 
which make for war or peace.) Wars, then, are far 
more than moral problems, institutions, or social con¬ 
ditions. They are volcanic vents through which the 
fears, hatreds, and insecurities of individual people 
find opportunity for eruption. No leadership Is qualified 
to deal with war effectively until it is able to grapple 
with it at its psychological roots, where the basic drives 
of men are pressured and fermented into fervid resent¬ 
ments and explosive demands. A thorough knowledge 
of the psychology of hostilities, aggression, altruism, and 
cooperation is as essential to the peace leader as is a 
knowledge of anatomy and physiology to the physician. 

How is this necessary knowledge to be secured ? So 
far, direct research into the psychological causes of in¬ 
ternational conflict has been negligible. At present our 
only important source of scientific knowledge concerning 
the conflicts, hostilities, and aggressions which eventu¬ 
ate in war must come from such fields as child develop¬ 
ment, psychiatry, animal psychology, anthropology, and 
sociology. Scattered among the numerous studies of 
these areas are findings sufficiently extensive and vali¬ 
dated to indicate clearly and unmistakably why our 
peace programs are unable to withstand the strain of 
serious social crisis. Only those thoroughly familiar 
with the major import of such studies are in a position 
to give effective guidance to a peace movement which 
is really sound and effective. 

Yet our present knowledge is not enough. A “West 
Point” for peace leadership would also become a center 
for continued and serious research. We shall not have 
permanent peace until we become sufficiently serious 
about the problem of war to study it seriously. Essen¬ 
tial for this is the establishment of a center in which 
something like the focused scientific knowledge which 
goes into preparations for war, will be directed toward 
the promotion of peace. 

3. The Development of Adequate Skills and Tech¬ 
niques. Important as are verbal experiences in most 
learning, one cannot learn dentistry, swimming, football, 
surgery, or peace leadership merely by “reading books.” 
Nothing can take the place of practice in actually doing 
what is to be learned. This practice in promoting peace 






must mean far more than a monastic withdrawal into 
cooperative societies, camps, or communities with a 
group of highly selected people with an extensive back¬ 
ground of social and psychological conditionings favor¬ 
able to socialized relationships. Peace which is worth 
anything must be workable in highly unfavorable situa¬ 
tions and among all kinds of people: good and bad, 
honorable and crooked, submissive and domineering. 

Obviously, the methods which will “work” will de¬ 
pend largely upon the particular situation to which they 
are applied. Therefore, training and skill in diagnosis 
must constitute an important phase of the training of 
peace leadership. The leader who prescribes the same 
treatment for all ailments, whether in medicine or in 
international relationships, is not a sound leader, but a 
quack. Thus the methods which Gandhi employed with 
great effectiveness against the relatively humane and 
tolerant British autocracy, proved destructive when 
used by the Tainos of the West Indies against early 
Spanish explorers. One of tlie crucial issues which so 
far has produced plenty of rigid dogmatism but has 
never been really studied, concerns the place of violence 
and coercion as means for achieving essential social 
results. A peace movement which is to be effective 
must be led by those who are more than vendors of 
patent solutions applied indiscriminately to complex 
and divergent situations. What will work where, and 
when administered by whom; how to direct policies so 
that they will not result in more harm than good—this 
the sound peace leader must know with a thoroughness 
now almost impossible to attain. 

4. The Education of the Masses for Peace. A “West 
Point” for peace leadership would naturally become the 
apex of the total peace movement where those who 
assumed positions of full-time, professional leadership 
would secure their training, without which they would 
not be granted acceptance. Its next task would be to 
see that those social leaders who were not specialists, 
became acquainted with the import and significance of 
its most important findings. This would involve a 
complete revision of the content of institutes, brief 


conferences, and other educational activities for the 
training of socially-minded ministers, social workers, 
teachers, and administrators in the promotion of world 
peace. Through these “non-commissioned officers” 
would come the effective education of the rank and file. 
This program, also, would undergo basic revision. So 
far our peace work has been largely straight propa¬ 
ganda, the purpose of which has been the promotion of 
a particular policy or program. The first purpose of 
this would be scientific interpretations and fundamental 
understandings. As the ordinary person has come to 
see problems of health in terms of bacteriology, vitamins, 
and similar scientific understandings, so he can and will 
be taught to see the problems of war and peace basically, 
so that his reactions toward broader social policies 
involved in international relations will be discriminating 
and intelligent. 

Obviously such a “West Point” for peace leadership 
will not spring full grown from the forehead of Zeus. 
It must be based upon years of planning and experience. 
The important consideration is to make a start, however 
small. Let some college, university, or theological sem¬ 
inary begin—if necessary by pointing existing courses 
toward such a program until a more complete curricu¬ 
lum could be established. Let those individuals or 
groups who call upon us to repent of our sins, begin 
by repenting of the sin of rushing actively into a situa¬ 
tion without familiarizing themselves with the major 
scientific findings in the field, and bring forth fruits 
worthy of repentance by establishing a foundation or 
an institute for peace in connection with some educa¬ 
tional institution. Our night of travail and catastrophe 
can end only when our wails of despair and blind ad¬ 
herence to dogmas are replaced by the best and most 
scientific intelligence of which we are capable. For 
many who have so loudly protested their devotion to 
peace, the challenge is “Put up or shut up.” The indi¬ 
vidual or the institution which moves toward the estab¬ 
lishment of a “West Point” for peace leadership will 
become the real spearhead of a spearless day.

General Information 

The North Carolina Pastors’ School and Rural 
Church Institute were not permitted to hold their 
annual session last year on account of government 
regulations of travel and entertainment of confer¬ 
ences. Through the cooperation of President L. L. 
Gobbel and his associates the school this year will 
be held at Greensboro College again. 

By instruction of the Board of Managers, the 
1946 session will begin Monday afternoon and close 
Friday at noon, and instead of providing the usual 
number of classes, four lecturers have been secured 
who will deliver a series of five addresses. Each 
lecture may be heard by all who are privileged to 
attend. One course will be offered by Mrs. J. W. 
Payne. It will be a study of India in which women 
will be principally interested. 

Those who wish to attend are asked to register 
by sending to J. M. Ormond, at Duke University, 
the usual fee of $1.00. Approximately 300 beds 
can be furnished in the dormitories. The names of 
the first 300 registrants will be forwarded at once 
to the Business Manager of Greensboro College, 
who wants them not later than May 22. All who 
register after the limit of 300 has been reached 
will have to secure rooms elsewhere. The registra¬ 
tion receipt, which will be mailed promptly, should 
be presented on arrival. A charge of $7.50 is made 
for those who get room and board at the College. 
The first meal served in the dining room will be 
lunch Monday, June 3, and the last one will be 
lunch Friday, June 7. A person making reserva¬ 
tion and failing to arrive on time will be charged 
the full $7.50 fee, and no refund will be allowed 
those who leave prior to the closing of the school.

Dear Dr. Page: 

I have read with keen interest and close attention your 
discussion of our pressing current dilema, "Now Is The 
Time To Prevent a Thorough Third World War". There are 
three points at which it seems to me the argument could 
be strengthened. 

1. We need more than quotations from various historians, 
pointing up the factors that precipitated the recent con¬ 
flict. It would greatly strengthen the argument if you 
had taken time and given space for a relatively brief, but 
specific tracing of the steps that brought the nation again 
into death grips on the battle field. We need particularly 
to give attention to the basic political factors and the 
economic forces, the vast struggle for power that was in¬ 
volved in the whole tangled net of diplomatic international 
relations between the Armistice and the attack upon Poland. 

2. There is need also for a much more clear and incisive 
analysis of the social revolution that is now in process 
throughout the world. The struggle of the common masses 
for a more equitable distribution of the produce of their 
labor and for access to privilege and power in society. 

We are in the midst of one of the ethical readjustments 
of the balance of power in human society and no analysis 
of the world situation that leaves this out of account 
is adequate. 

3. The whole discussion is too heavily negative, with 
reference to a Christians attitude. We can never solve 
the war problem on the basis of non-participation. We 
need a positive and aggressive program of action, aimed 
at creating the conditions that make peace possible. .Our 
pacifism has been relative futile to the extent to which 
it has been absorbed in negatives. 

Outside of this, you have done an excellent job, and this 
should be a stimulating and valuable contribution to current 

thinking.

Dear Kirby: 

It has been many weeks since you sent me a copy of that 
very fine book "Now is the Time to Prevent a Third World War." Mrs. 
Hunter and I have read it together as we have had time at short in¬ 
tervals during my stay, or short stays, at home. I am sorry to have 
been so long in writing you about it. 

I do not know how it is ^faring now, or what is the demand 
for it, but I feel that it will be become more and more appreciated 
as the years pass. That chronological documentation of statements and 
events leading up to Pearl Harbor is exceedingly valuable as a bit 
of source material for ministers and students of world affairs. I 
try to keep a little more hopeful than;I thought you were while I 
was reading that long treatise on Russia and what has been taking 
place in her country, but I agree that you know more about the situ¬ 
ation than I do. The entire muddle with Russia, which seems to get 
worse as the politicians grabble into it, is all so stupid that I 
keep hoping that some sensible leadership will come to the fore some¬ 
time and prevent an outbreak of war. 

I do not know what section to suggest as a basis for another 
article, but I feel that a small pamphlet which would contain the gist 
of what you have said in this book would be of great value just now. 

I wonder if there is any way that you could summarize the material 
which you have gathered in that book so that it could be put out in a 
small pamphlet for .ar general circulation at about 10 cents. The more 
experience I have in trying to circulate pamphlets of that size con¬ 
vinces me that I have no way of knowing how much a service it is. At 
least it ought to help a great many people who do not get the material 
in an expensive, or a partially expensive book. 

I 

Now that I have decided to leave The United Christian Mis¬ 
sionary Society and go to Lynchburg College to teach I am all the 
more sorry not to have seen you when I was in California in November 
and December. At that time I thought that I would be back on the west 
coast within - a few months. I do want to keep in touch with you. I

Dear Kirby: 

Thank you for your $25-00 check, and also for your cordial message, I have been 
following your trips around the country, and have heard from you from your visits 
in Michigan, I regretted that you did not get to Hew York, and that I did not 
cross your path where you were. 

We are not receiving as adequate returns on our membership effort as we had hoped. 

We have gotten about five hundred new members so far this year, but that is not 
much better than last year, and is worse than the years 1944 and 1943 at this date. 
However, our active membership is in a much healthier situation, as we dropped a 
considerable number of inactive members last year, and so now have the highest 
number of active members to date, 

I shall be very glad to learn when you return home how your letters have resulted, 

I presume the memberships you have received have been coming through from various 
parts of the country, so that we do not have any record of how they have totaled, so 
1 would be very pleased to learn what you find when you return. 

On the whole we are doing very well in our finances, inasmuch as our income for the 
year to date is nearly $10,000 greater than it was at this date last year, and we 
have a considerable amount of money outstanding in pledges which will doubtless be 
paid in the course of the next few months. However, as our budget was increased 
some $33,000 this year over last year's actual income, we ore still considerably 
behind the point where we ought to be. We have made certain reductions in our 
budgeted plan which will save us about $4,000, but we shall still have to beat last 
year's record considerably during the remaining months of the year in order to come 
out even. 

We have been extremely fortunate this year in the number of large contributions which 
we have received. About 100 people have given us in cash and pledges about $40,000, 
or about half of all that we have received to date. This is a considerable increase 
over last year, when we netted only $30,000 during the whole year from similar gifts. 
Our chief difficulty seems to be to get the mass of our members to make such con¬ 
tributions as they anticipate in the first few months of the year, so that we can 
plan more adequately than is now possible.

I think our greatest need, therefore, is to get a large number of new and vitally 
interested members. Their coming would infiltrate some of our local groups that 
have slipped into unwarranted complacency, and would of course help us very mater¬ 
ially in keeping xip with our expanding budget. I am hoping your plan will prove 
helpful in that regard* 

As you know, we have recently made a mailing to some 3500 pacifist ministers on our 
list, sending them the enclosed printed letter. I hope that that also is effective, 
but it is still too early to Know how it will turn out.

June Meeting of FC Executive 
Committee Hears Truman Plan 

“Great satisfaction” was expressed by 
the executive committee of the Federal 
Council of Churches at its June meeting 
at the report of the recent delegation 
which called upon President Truman 
with reference to the early termination 
of the Myron C. Taylor representation 
at the Vatican. According to a state¬ 
ment issued by the council’s executive 
committee, which contained the sub¬ 
stance of an earlier report by John A. 
MacLean, Richmond, Southern Presby¬ 
terian member of the delegation, assur¬ 
ance was given that “the appointment 
of Mr. T'aylor was a temporary expedient 
to give the President the fullest op¬ 
portunity to make his contribution to 
the peace, that it might terminate at an 


early date but would certainly terminate 
with the signing of the peace treaties.” 


OXNAM ANSWERS SPELLMAN 

New York (RNS).—G. Bromley Onx- 
nain, bishop of the New York area of 
The Methodist Church, and president of 
the Federal Council of Churches, criti¬ 
cized phrases used by Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Archbishop of New York, in 
a speech at Fordham University com¬ 
mencement exercises scoring demands 
by Protestants leaders for recall of My¬ 
ron C. Taylor as President Truman’s 
personal representative at the Vatican. 

Dr. Oxnam’s reply was issued in an 
interview at a dinner given by The 
Churchman, a Protestant magazine, at 
which he was the principle speaker. 
Handed a copy of Cardinal Spellman’s 
address, Bishop Oxnam dictated the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

“It is to be regretted that a distin¬ 
guished prelate should in referring to 


fellow Christians use such phrases as 
'bigotry thrives on ignorance;’ ‘bigots 
lay foundations of falsehood,’ and ask, 
‘Is it anti-Catholic or unhooded Klans- 
men?’ 

“Cardinal Spellman knows the Ro¬ 
man Catholic Church does not believe 
in separation of church and state. Prot¬ 
estants do so believe. We desire relig¬ 
ious liberty for every Roman Catholic, 
every Jew, every Protestant. 

“The respectful request for the ter¬ 
mination of Mr. Taylor’s appointment as 
a personal representative of the Presi¬ 
dent to the Pope was made because 
Protestants believe it violates the 
American principle of the separation of 
church and state. Is this to ‘sabotage 
the general welfare’ and ‘to incite do¬ 
mestic strife’? 

“The Roman Catholic Church insists 
upon being a church and a state. How 
can an American citizen be at once loyal 
to his own country and his President 
and also loyal to another political state 
and its political ruler, if the two states 
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differ in international policy? Is it not 
better for a church to be a church and 
not try to be a church and state* 

■% of course, do not question the per¬ 
sonal patriotism of Cardinal Spellman 
or any Roman Catholic, Thousands 
died to preserve our freedom, but I do 
want the fundamental relations of 
church and state hroughtout.” 

United Presbyterians Take 
Significant Steps at Assembly 

'United Presbyterians, in their Gen¬ 
eral Assembly at Tarkio, Mo., recently: 

—Elected Lytle Rodgers Free, pastor 
of the Boulevard United Presbyterian 
Church, Philadelphia, Pa., moderator, 
by unanimous vote on the first ballot; 

—Instructed a committee on a new 
Psalter Hymnal and Bible Songs Hymnal 
to consult with a similar committee of 
the Presbyterian Church, US, and the 
Reformed Church in America to see if 
it might be possible to publish a joint 
hymal; 

—Established a Committee on Social 
Welfare; 

—Approved unanimously the early 
work of a joint committee with the Re¬ 
formed Church in America which is 
drafting a plan of union (union of these 
groups would make a denomination of 
about 400,000); granted $5,000 to be 
used toward this end; called for the 
plan of union which is to be presented 
at next year’s Assembly at Sterling, 
Kan. 

—Planned to use United Presbyterian 
Negroes in mission work m Egypt; and 
announced a $10,000 gift ilo be used for 
evangelistic work among students in 
Egypt; 

—Heard Angus N. Gordon of Louis¬ 
ville bring greetings Lorn Southern 
Presbyterians; 


THE PRESBYTERIAN OUTLOOK 

—Continued its department on War 
Work under the denominational Board 
of Christian Education for another year; 

—Pressed on in the World-Wide 
Christian Advance, doubling the goal 
for overseas relief and reconstruction 
(to make $150,000), seeking $2,460,000 
before Dec. 31, 1947, and Sunday school 
increases and new outposts, along with 
wider-ranging objectives. 

—Adopted the report on the Federal 
Council of Churches without debate by 
hearty vote and without dissenting 
voice, recommending: 

“That the United Presbyterian Church 
continue membership in the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. 

“That this Assembly heartily concur 
in the recommendation of our two rep¬ 
resentatives on the executive committee 
of .the Federal Council . . .who say in 
their report: ‘Instead of saying so much 
against the council, let us do something 
to make the council the kind of an orga¬ 
nization we wish it to be, significantly 
standing for the best in Protestantism 
and Christianity, that kind of Chris¬ 
tianity which gives the evangelical con¬ 
viction of the deity of our Lord.’ 

“That, bearing in mind our desire to 
strengthen the evangelical witness of 
the Federal Council, the strongest men 
possible, without undue regard to their 
location, be appointed as our represen¬ 
tatives on both the council and the ex¬ 
ecutive committee, and that all expenses 
incidental to their attendance be pro¬ 
vided by the denomination. 

“That the Assembly highly commend 
one of our number, Dr. H.. H. McConnell, 
for his work as one of the associate 
secretaries of the Department of Evan¬ 
gelism of the Federal Council. 

“We are happy to call the attention 
of the Assembly to the fact that the 
Federal Council already spends three 
times as much for evangelism as for any 
other item." (United Presbyterians 
with approximately 200,000 members 
contribute $1,77 5 annually to the coun¬ 
cil’s work while Southern Presbyterians 
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with 600,000 members are giving $1,- 
500.) 

Plans for Ecumenical Institute 
Near Geneva Are Announced 

Because of a million-dollar gift of 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., the World 
Council of Churches has been able to 
make definite plans for the opening of 
an ecumenical institute to train Pro¬ 
testant young people of Europe In the 
task of helping the uprooted war gen¬ 
eration to find an anchor in the Chris¬ 
tian faith. The institute is to be located 
at the Chateau de Bossey, Celigney, 18 
kilometres from Geneva, Switzerland. 
The chateau has accommodations for 
about 60 persons. 

Courses will be offered in Bible study, 
evangelism, Christian leadership, move¬ 
ments of thought, the church and the 
world, and the life of the church. The 
last course includes lectures on the 
ecumenical movement, new departures 
in the churches, church reconstruction 
and so on. 

Students will be chosen from the fol¬ 
lowing categories: (a) Christian lay¬ 
men and women who are engaged in 
secular callings; (b) laymen and women 
engaged in, or training for, church 
work; (c) theological students and 
young pastors. 

There will be no formal requirements 
for admission. A certain degree of 
openmindedness and intellectual ma¬ 
turity is regarded as indispensable, how¬ 
ever. Leaders strongly desire that the 
world of labor and business should be 
well represented in the student body. 
Most of the courses will be given in 
either French or German.

Dear Mr. Page, 

A year ago this past May I graduated from the Yale 
Divinity School and then instead of accepting a call to a 
church I purposely went into the work of the YMCA because 
it offered an opportunity to engage in a Christian ministry 
to youth many of whom are not reached by the church. So 
within our local Association here at Berkeley I am trying 
to bring the ideals of Christianity into our boys’ club 
program. 

Last year I had opportunity to widen my influence when 
I was appointed chairman of the Christian Emphasis Committee 
of the Northern California Association of Boys' Work Secretaries. 
With the help of my committee we presented at the Spring 
Conference last April a fifty-two page report comprising 
mostly suggestions and materials which might be of help to 
the Secretary and club leader in bringing the Christian 
emphasis into the club program. 

Even as we worked on this report there were several of 
us on the committee who felt that it was not a matter of 
presenting materials to Secretaries, but rather of trying to 
deepen the religious resources of the Secretaries themselves. 
Personally I am keenly confinced that all the club devotional 
helps and suggestions in the world are of little avail if 
the secretary lacks Christian conviction. How strongly I feel 
it—The Christian emphasis in the Y program can be no stronger 
nor deeper than the spiritual resources of its Secretaries. 

I have written to you in this manner in order that you 
may understand the reason for the request I make of yt»u. On 
October 11, 12, and 13 we are to hold the regular Pall Confer¬ 
ence of our Northern California ABWS at Asilomar. Our central 
concern at this conference will be to challenge Secretaries 
to deepen their own spiritual resources that they in turn may 
make more vital their Christian ministry to youth. Naturally the
